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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections set forth 
in the final Office Action of May 16, 2007, in view of the foregoing claim amendments and 
following remarks. 

The Claims and Claim Amendments 

Applicants hereby amend claims 2 and 3 so that the amino acid sequence of the claimed 
peptide is further defined by the limitation that at least one of X 5 , X 7 , X 8 , X 9 , X 10 , X 11 , X 12 , X 13 , 
X 14 , X 15 , X 16 , X 17 , X 18 , X 21 , X 24 , X 28 , and X 33 is a Lys residue and that position 20 is an Arg 
residue. As discussed in connection with the prior, similar amendment to claim 1, the originally 
filed specification and claims support these claim amendments. Accordingly, these amendments 
add no new matter. Applicants have made a stylistic/clarifying amendment in respect of each of 
claims 4, 5, and 6. Applicants have further amended claim 35 to delete specific peptides recited 
therein, which no longer fall within the scope of claim 1 (due to the previous amendment which 
added the limitation that at least one of X 5 , X 7 , X 8 , X 9 , X 10 , X 11 , X 12 , X 13 , X 14 , X 15 , X 16 , X 17 , X 18 , 
X 21 , X 24 , X 28 , and X 33 of formula I is a Lys residue and in view of the fact that positions 20 and 
30 of formula I are Arg residues). Applicants hereby cancel claims 31-34 (which were directed 
to limitations already added to each of claims 1, 2, and 3, by the current or previous 
amendments). Applicants also hereby delete claims 36-77, which were directed to non-elected 
subject matter so as to expedite allowance of the application. The claim amendments are 
believed to put this application in condition for allowance by specifically addressing the 
rejections set forth in the final Office Action of May 16. Moreover, none of the claim 
amendments add new matter, require a new search, or require consideration of issues outside of 
those already considered by the Examiner. As such, Applicants respectfully submit that entry of 
these claim amendments is proper. 

Claims 1-30 and 35 are pending and at issue. Claim 1 is the only independent claim. 
Applicants wish to thank Examiner Gupta for providing a thorough examination of the 
application and for identifying allowable subject matter (claim 1). 
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The Amended Claims Are Free of the Cited Prior Art 

The present amendment deletes K30R-GLP-2 from the scope of claim 35. As such, the 
amended claims are free of the cited prior art. 

The Amended Claims Comply With 35 USC § 112, Second Paragraph 

Applicants respectfully submit that amended claims 2-35 comply with the Section 1 12, 
second paragraph. Each one of amended claims 2-30 and 35 require that position 20 of the 
specific amino acid sequences recited therein is an Arginine residue and that at least one of X5, 
X7-18, X21, X28, and X33 is a Lysine residue. With respect to the specific rejections made in 
the Office Action, Applicants note that claim 3 1 has been cancelled, so the Section 1 12 rejection 
against this claim is rendered moot. With respect to claim 35, the present amendments delete 
any peptide species that would not fall within the scope of formula I of present claim 1 . 
Applicants particularly note that all of the remaining species encompassed by claim 35 comprise 
Arg residues at positions 20 (which is present in native human GLP-2) and 30, as well as have a 
Lys residue in at least one of X5, X7-18, X21, X28, and X33. 



In view of the above, it is respectfully submitted that all claims are in condition for 
allowance. Early action to that end is respectfully requested. The Commissioner is hereby 
authorized to charge any fees in connection with this application and to credit any overpayments 
to Deposit Account No. 14-1447.
